INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM 
PROPOSAL OFFERED BY DELEGATE 


H. C. KELLER OF LICKING COUNTY 


RESOLVED, by the Constitutional Convention of the State of 


Ohio, that a proposal to amend the Constitution shall be submitted 
to the electors to read as follows: 


SECTION 1. The legislative authority of the state shall be 


vested in a legislative assembly, consisting of a senate and house of 
representatives, but the people reserve to themselves power to pro- 
pose laws and amendments to the constitution and to enact or repeal 
the same at the polls, independent of the legislative assembly, and 
also reserve the power at their own option to approve or repeal at 
the polls any act ot the legislative assembly. 


SECTION la. 
The first power reserved by the people is the 


initiative and not more than eight per cent of the legal voters of 
the state shall be required to propose any measure by petition and 
every initiative petition shall contain the full text of the measure 
petitioned for, and shall be filed with the secretary-of state, not less 
than fifteen days prior to the convening of the general assembly, at 
which time all petitions so filed shall be presented to the general 
assembly by the Governor, to be enacted into law. ^Provided, that 
the general assembly shall have no right to alter said measures pe- 
titioned "for. Provided, further, that if the general assembly fail to 
enact, or enact another law to take the place of the law petitioned 


for, then the act petitioned for and-the act by the general assembly 
shall be placed upon the ballot at the next regular annual election, 
and the act receiving the greatest number of votes shall become law. 


SECTION Ib. Any petition for an amendment to the constitu- 


tion shall contain nqt less than twelve per cent of the legal voters of 
e state, and shall have been circulated -in two-thirds of the counties 
of the state and shall contain not less than two per cent of the legal 
voters of each county wherein circulated, and shall be filed with the 
secretary of state not less than four months prior to the next regular 
election, at which time the amendment petitioned for shall be 
voted on. 


SECTION Ic. The second power is the referendum and it may 


be ordered on any measure, or part of any measure, or resolution 
passed or rejected by the general assembly, by petitions signed by not' 
less than eight per cent of the qualified electors of the state, which 
petition must be filed'within ninety days after the final adjournment 
of the session of the general assembly which passed the measure 
upon which the referendum is demanded. 
All acts passed by the 


general assembly, upon which the referendum is demanded shall 
rniam in abeyance until approved or rejected at the polls, except as 
herein otherwise provided. The basis upon which the num- 
ber of signatures to petitions shall be determined is by the whole 
number of votes cast for governor at the last regular eleetidn. 


SECTION Id 
IdSit_be- necessary for the immediate preserva- 


tion of the public peace, health and safety (or lows carrying appro- 
priations for "the current expenses of the state-institutions and state 
offices), jthat ajjieasure shall Jjecome operative-without delay, such, 
measure shall become operative if the same/-tipon a yea and nay 
vote, shall receive the vote of three-fourths of all members elected to 
the^ general assembly, but it shall be stated in said measure that the 
same is an emergency measure and said measure shall become opra- 
tive upon being filed with the secretary of state. If a referendum 
petition be filed against such emergency measure, the measura shall 
remain in force until rejected at the polls. No measure or resolu- 
tion enacted at the polls by the people shall ever be amended or 
repealed by the general assembly or vetoed by the Governor or 
declared unconstitutional. 


Section le. All acts submitted to the people shall become law 


if the number ot votes cast for shall exceed the number of votes cast 
against said act 
Provided the number of votes cast for shall be 


equal to thirty-five per cent of the total vote cast at said election 


The style of all laws of this state passed by the ^people shall be: 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF OHIO. 


Section It 
The secretary of state shall number all measures 


subject to a referendum vote and shall cause to be printed in pam- 
phlet lorm, verbatim, with number and title over each measure, all, 
measures submitted to the people for a referendum vote, and shall 
cause to be mailed to each elector in the state one pamphlet, not less 
than thirty days prio'r to said election and the general assembly shall 
provide for the expense. All measures shall appear on the ballot by 
number and title only, the same to correspond with the number and 
title printed in the pamphlet. 


The general assembly may extend to muniipalities and subdivis- 


ions of the state, all rights and privileges herein contained

master General Frank Hitchcock's an- 
nounced endorsement of the acquisi- 
tion and operation r>y the government 
of the telegraph liaes, there looms 
one central fact—the Parcel's Post 
is but the entering wedge to secure 
government ownership of public util- 
ities.

the politicians in office seized upon 
it as political capital, and it was en- 
dorsed by postoffi.ce authorties. . Not 
even a brief 'halt was'Ead here; 
the 


the company takes 
companies and the 


Postmaster General came out strong- 
ly for the government owning and op- 
erating the telegraph lines or the 
country. Does any sensible man be- 
lieve (hat a stop will be made aftei 


over the express 
telegraph lines'; 


The Postmaster General admits that 
the logical step will be the acquisition 
of all the telephone lines of the coun- 
try. 
If the government is paternalistic 


enough to own and run express com- 
panies, telephone and telegraph lines, 
it would be paternalistic enough tc 
take over the railroads and run them 
as branches of the government ser- 
vices. 


Every argument used in favor of the 


purchase by the government of the 
property of the express companies arid 
the operation of their business by the 
:overnment can be as logically used 
•or the purchase and operation of the 
railroad companies. Are we ready to 
turn our back on the methods of gov- 
ernment, and our methods of business 
which have made the development and 
prosperity of our country without 
parallels in the history of the world: 
The Parcels Post is the entering wedge 
for government ownership; are we go- 
ing to allow its entry, to be inevitably 
followed 'by the ownership of our pub- 
lic utilities by the government? 


Leading business men say that the 


Postoffice Department is ''The worst 
managed corporation in the country." 
Postmaster General Hitchcock claims 
that he has for the first time time, 
wiped out the annual deficit of the 
Postoffice Department, but his claims 
that the old historic 
deficit is 
no 


longer in existence will have to wait 
awhile before it is fully admitted. If 
the Postofilce Department has to have 
a great anual deficit how large will 
the deficit be from the Parcels Post 
after the government is in full charge? 
"What will be the annual deficit from 
the operation of the telephone and 
telegraph lines? What will-be the an- 
nual deficit from the operation of the 
telephone lines, once the government 
saddles the tax payer with them? And 
railroad ownership is as certain to 
follow these other paternalistic theo- 
ries, once that they are adopted, 'as 
night follows the day. What will be 
the annual deficit from the operation 
of the railroads? 


There is only one way for the gov- 


ernment to pay a deficit; wring the 
money from the tax payer. Those who 
are permitted to labor in private pur- 
suits, after the government owns all 
public utilities, the men who manage 
to amass a little property will be as- 
sessed to .pay the deficits from the 
government owned utilities. 


Government ownership means 
dr> 


rot. It means choking off initiative 
and private energy. If any man doubts 
this let him read the story of govern- 
ment owned utilities now operated bj 
paternalistic governments in Europe 
If he doubts this let him study the 
"dry rot" of the Postoflice Department 
Individual effort and individual enter 
prise have builded our greatness. An 
we ready to repudiate our success to 
go into a state of industrial dry rot?

THE FIRST MONEY COINED 


FOR AMERICA.

The earliest coinage of money 


for America is said to have 
been made for Virginia in 1612. 
The London Company had been 
formed for the purpose of push- 
Ing, colonization work in Vir- 
ginia, and in 1609 Sir George 
Somers, an active promoter of 
the company, set out with an 
expedition. His vessels-encoun- 
tered a violent storm and were 
wrecked on the coast of one of 
the Bermuda islands. 
Somers 


took" possession of the islands 
iri' the/name of Great Britain. 
He .was forced to remain there 
ten months, but -finally reached 
Virginia. The Bermudas, often 
since 
then 
called 
Soniera 


islands, • were largely colonized 
by people from Virginia, and 
th«>' relations between' the two 
became' intimate. This accounts 
for .Virginia's first coins being

there.

LIKES THE OLD SONGS 


MIDDLE-AGED MAN ALLOWS HIM- 


SELF TO WONDER. 


Will the Ditties of-the Present Day 


Arouse Such Pleasant Recollec- 


tions as Do Those of the 


Long-Distant Days? 


"Do you know what I wonder some- 


times?" said the middle-aged man. "I 
wonder if any of the songs of the pres- 
ent day will live in the minds of the 
young people who sing them now "to 
arouse pleasant recollections in them 
50 years from novf. 


"Do you see what I mean?- I know, 


I guess, 40 songs—20 anyway—that we 
used to sing when I was a youth that 
we all thought were lovely. Some of 
these had come down to us from old- 
er times and they are still living, and 
I suppose will keep 'on living. 
But 


there were other songs, written In 
that day, that appeal to us older peo- 
ple now as strongly as they did then, 
and perhaps~more so, though in a 
somewhat different way now because 
they bring back fond recollections. 


"I have no greater pleasure than 


hearing my children, play 
and 
sing 


those old songs that were sung when I 
was youug, and I wonder—I do won- 
der—if any of these songs written say 
around in the last ten years, will sur- 
vive, to be sung by! my children 50 
years hence, with an interest like mine 
now in the songs of my youth. 


"I am inclined to doubt it. Lots of 


the songs of the present time are fool- 
ish, aren't they? And with words poor 
or worse than poor. And still when I 
sit down with a book of my old songs 
and go over it in cold blood, reading 
instead of singing, I have to smile over 
some of them, for seme, of them were 
pretty thin and meager stuff when you 
came to read them. Still youth likes 
high flown romantic things 
and it 


doesn't apply the acid test. ,V7e don't 
do that till we are older, and among 
the songs written in the present day 
there may be some that will survive, 
foolish though they may seem to be to 
people of maturer jears. 


"And how do I know but that the 


old folks in my younger days thought 
the songs we sang then were foolish? 
jVIaybe they did; but we loved them 
then and as older people we love them 
now; they make jouth spring up in 
us again. And it may be, it may be, 
that some of these present day songs 
that we older people now think of no 
account will still live, either by some 
charm of their own or by the charm 
of all things associated with youth, 
to be sung 50 years from now by our 
children, then grown old, just as we 
now sing over the songs of our youth, 
and with just the same joy.

The Commission 
has no intention of opening an asy- 
lum "for the bhnd, but merely to fos- 
ter and encourage employment which 
will bring as large a remuneration as 
possible.

mission to help any worthy blind in- 
dividual in any enterprise which has 
the prospect of being a success.

sound is made use of by elephants to 
express dislike or apprehension, and 
at the same Ume to intimidate, as 
when the cause of some alarm has not 
been clearly ascertained and the ani- 
mals wish to deter an intruder 
It is 


produced by rapping the end of the j 
trunk smartly on the ground, a cur- j 
rent of air hitherto retained being 
sharply emitted through the trank, as 
from a valve, at the moment of im- 
pact. The sound made resembles that 
of a large sheet of tin rapidly doubled 
It has been erroneously ascribed by 
some writers to the animals beating 
their sides with theft trunks. 


MILLION 
PIECES 
IN 
TABLE 


A table made up of 1,000,000 pieces 


of wood, inlaid on a foundation o£ 
white pine, required one year for S. ] 
P. Wood, of .Topiin, Mo., to construct, 
and won a blue ribbon at the Inter- 
state exposition. 
More than a score 


of native and foreign woods went into 
its makeup, the outside surface being 
a. design colored by bits of varicolored 
woods, some of which were not more 
than a sixteenth of an inch long. It 
has been estimated that at least 
1,000,000 pieces were required for the 
table. Several blocks in the top which 
caused speculation as to the kind of 
•wood used were made of shavings of 
many blocks.
